The Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
has purchased the Karpen building at 
the southwest corner of Michigan boule- 
vard end. Ninth street, and the lease- 
hold interest as well as fee simple of 
the ground on which it stands, 132x 
241 feet, for $3,500,000. The building 
will be occupied as a permanent home 
for the company, the step having , been 
taken because of the difficulty in get- 


idly growing requirements of the com- 
pany in the two other buildings occu- 
pied by it in the city. 
The purchase is the largest single 
transaction in the history of Chi- 
cago, the sale of the Fine Arts build- 
ing at 408-22 South Michigan avenue to 
Charies A. Chapin im 1915 for $3,000,- 
000 being the previous top figure. W. 
A. Merigold & Co. negotiated the sale. 
Twelve Stories and Fireproof. 
The building is a twelve story fire- 
proof structure, the interior being hand- 
somely finished in marble. The former 
owners procured a permit for a nineteen 
story building and the foundations were 
made sufficiently strong to sustain & 
bullding of that height. It is said the 
oil company will add seven stories to the 
building as soon as conditions justify it. 
The company now occupies two floors 
in the Edison building and two floors 
in the Marquette building, and was,un- 
fable to obtain sufficient space in the 
 puiléings to meet the requirements of 
its business.

Younger Men Ordered to 


Bureau and Seniors 
Transferred. 


.

Thirty-seven of .the* younger genera- 
tion of city detectives were sent into 
the detective bureau yesterday. To. 
make room for them almost all the’ men 
assigned there the last three years with 
the title of senior detective sergeant 
were sent to outside stations. 

This transfusion of new blood into de- 
tective headquarters was the principal 
purpose of an order making an un- 
precedented transfer of sergeants. There 
were 188 men of that rank shifted by 
Chief Schuettler in a single move that 
also reassigned five patrolmen, making 
@ total of 143 men affected. The total 
included 105 detective sergeants, includ- 
ing both men who formerly were ‘* gen- 
iors”’ and men who technically in the 
eyes of eivil service are “second class 
detective sergeants.’’ The other thirty- 
three sergeants were those formerly 
“senior detective sergeants’ who now 
ate recognized only as desk or patrol 
sergeants. 


Merit Board Ruling. 


‘civil service commission's decision that 
eighty-five men entitled senior detec- 
tive sergeants by the reorganization 
ordinance had no right to that “ pro- 
motion.” On Thursday Chief Schuet- 
tler issved an order restoring each of 
those eighty-five to the rank to which 
the civil service commission said they 
were certified legally. 

Then came the chief's decision to 
“liven up” the bureau. In order to 
accomplish that result he transferred 
out of that station thirty-two former 
“seniors,”” some of whom have done 
many years of service there. They 
in¢huded veteran “ bank men,"’ ‘‘ depat 
men,"* “pawnshop men,” and “ State 
street men.””’ When the order. was 
scanned it was found that only seven 
of the former “ seniors”’ had been left 
hunmolested. Three of those are on desk 
duty, and one, James Donahue, is on 
special duty at Mayor Thompson's of- 
fice.
